POVERTY 
ON THE PRAIRIE 

Mankato is Minnesota’s poorest city. 
The reason might surprise you. 



According to the U.S. Census, one out of every four Mankato residents iives in poverty. 
But aii is not hopeiess on our southern prairie. 


W hile outstate Minnesota 
tends to view the Twin Cit¬ 
ies as cauldrons of poverty, 
decay, and untold misery, 
the stats say otherwise. 

Among Minnesota’s largest cities, the 
poorest aren’t Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
They’re Mankato and St. Cloud. 

According to the U.S. Census Bureau, 
nearly one of every four Mankato resi¬ 
dents lives in poverty. St. Cloud clocks in 
at a close second, with 23 percent. The 
Twin Towns finish third and fourth, both 
home to a little more than one out of every 
five people living below the poverty line. 

But contrary to prevailing wisdom, the 
culprit for outstate cities’ slumping fate 
isn’t the Mexicans or the East Africans, 


those go-to villains suitable for blame 
in any social situation. No, the anchor 
on the economies of Mankato and St. 
Cloud is... college kids? 

Yes. 

Greater Mankato Growth, the city’s 
chamber of commerce, dug a little deeper 
into the stats. When it yanked students 
from the calculations, the city’s poverty 
rate declined by half. Which, of course, 
is good news. 

Unlike the generational poor, or people 
without the skills to measurably rise 
above their current station, students at 
least have a fighting chance to better 
their prospects upon graduation. Poverty 
for most—hopefully—has a reasonable 
expectation of passing. 


Which leads us back to the Twin Cit¬ 
ies. Once students are removed from 
the data, St. Paul becomes Minnesota’s 
poorest city at 20 percent, followed by 
Minneapolis at two points lower. 

Still, there’s hope buried in these 
stats as well. Twenty percent of St. Paul 


residents are foreign-born, mostly from 
war-torn or impoverished nations. Or 
both. And since the stats also say that 
immigrants’ economic status tends to 
rise with each successive generation, 
they too shall likely soar. It might just 
take a little more time, -pete kotz

A Suburb Quiets Its Critics 

Once the shame of the east metro, Maplewood grows up 


A s she campaigned for mayor of 
Maplewood in 2013, Nora Slawik 
encountered a curious reaction 
from voters. Relief 

“They didn’t want it to go back to the 
way it was,” Slawik says. 

Her opponent, Diana Longrie, had been 
mayor from2006 to2009. Duringthat time, 
more than a dozen city employees were 
fired or quit. 

Longrie canned the city manager, replac¬ 
ing him with a man with no government 
experience—and no work experience 
of any kind in the previous decade. His 
qualifications: He was a friend of Longrie’s 
husband, and had been active in the Ross 
Perot-aligned Reform Party. 

A community center, supposedly break¬ 
ing even, was later found to be running a 
$750,000 deficit. 

At the time. City Pages suggested Maple¬ 
wood was the “worst run city in Minne¬ 
sota,” an assessment few residents cared 
to dispute. 

Once out of office, Longrie and a small 
group of people continued to appear at 
council meetings to needle officials about 
taxes, spending, and crime. 

After clashing with the group for years. 
Mayor Will Rossbach decided not to run 
for re-election. Longrie, meanwhile, sought 
a sequel to her chaotic term as mayor. 
Rossbach recruited Slawik, a Democrat 
who’d won seven elections to the Min¬ 
nesota House. To the relief of residents, 
Slawik won with 67 percent of the vote. 

She took over a different city than the one 
she’d moved to two decades before. Maple¬ 
wood’s population had swelled from about 
31,000 in 1990 to close to 40,000 in 2010. 


A demographic shift also arrived in 
Maplewood, which lies north and east of 
St. Paul. About a third of its residents are 
now non-white, including sizable Somali 
and Hmong populations. 

Tou Xiong’s parents spent 15 years in a 
Thai refugee camp before making it to St. 
Paul. They saved to buy a home in Maple¬ 
wood, tellingyoung Tou they wanted him to 
grow up like the kids in his favorite movie. 
The Sandlot, with a yard of his own, safe 
public parks, and good schools. 

In 2015, Xiong, a graduate of William 
Mitchell College of Law, ran for one of 
two at-large City Council seats. Also on 
the ballot were Bob Cardinal, a former 
mayor, and Longrie, back for yet another 
election, this time campaigning to prevent 
the spillover of “crime & socioeconomic 
wounds” from St. Paul, with its “changing 
demographics.” The election was close, but 
Xiong and Bryan Smith, another progres¬ 
sive, prevailed. 

Slawik and the new liberal cohort have 
passed a slate of progressive measures, 
ordering a study of police use of force, and 
joining a multi-city racial equity project. 

The city’s critics are still out there, 
though they make less noise now. Longrie 
and others had regularly aired their views 
on cable-access television shows, cheaply 
produced affairs that existed principally 
to warn viewers they’d been forgotten by 
City Hall. 

In a typical moment from 2014, host 
Bob Zick ran a clip of his own testimony 
before the City Council about the threat 
“low-life... sex offenders, criminals, gangs,” 
and other “outcasts from St. Paul” posed 
to Maplewood. Back in the studio, Zick 


then opened the phone lines for viewer 
comments. 

In 2016, Maplewood withdrew from a 
multi-county cable commission, a move 
that took those shows off the air, divert¬ 
ing the $300,000 in annual fees toward 
government-produced media. 

“They are likening it to an in-house [pub¬ 
lic relations] firm,” says Longrie. “They are 
using that money to craft their message, 
and only get out their message.” 

Last year, Maplewood also cut the mic 
in City Hall, ending public comments at 
council meetings. A staff review of “visitor 
presentations” found the same speakers 
kept getting up, meeting after meeting, 
to rail against city officials, which Slawik 
contends was “intimidating” others from 
speaking up. 

Slawik contends officials are readily 
available by other means. “I put my home 
number on the [city] website, and I do get 
calls.” She hasn’t heard complaints about 
the end of public comment. 

Here’s one: “Seniors in the community, 
they think that is an absolute crime,” Lon¬ 
grie says. “It serves to isolate everyone in 
Maplewood, so they never have any concept 
what other people are thinking.” 

That might be about to change. Maple¬ 
wood has brought in Hamline Law School 
professor David Schultz, who received a 
grant to ask citizens what their local govern¬ 
ments could do to “enhance governance, 
representation, accountability.” Schultz 
and his team have conducted efforts in 
Red Wing, Brooklyn Park, and Willmar. 

The ethics expert couldn’t help but think 
back to a dozen years ago, when he’d been 
hired to consult with Diana Longrie’s new

administration. Schultz’s report said council 
members were regularly violating open 
meetings laws, and that the city needed a 
conflict-of-interest policy. 

Perhaps even more important, Schultz 
wrote, the council demonstrated a lack of 
“basic civility and maturity.” As if to prove 
his point, the council dismissed Schultz’s 
report out of hand. Maplewood went back 
to making headlines for the wrong reasons. 

If anything, Schultz says, asking what 
citizens want is even riskier than hiring 
an expert. “It’s easier to kick a consultant 
around than it is to kick your constituents 
around. I’m impressed by the fact they’re 
willing to take this kind of risk.” 

The idea was city manager Melinda Cole¬ 
man’s. Coleman worked for the city from 
1995 until 2007, then left over concern for 
the “stewardship of the city.” She returned 
in 2013 to the shock of some who knew the 
city only by its old reputation. 

“I would go to these meetings, and differ¬ 
ent county, and local, and state government 
people would say. Why did you come back? 
Are you crazy?’ And I had to tell them, it’s 
different now. It’s better.” 03

Jurors believe Mariel Grimm nearly killed a baby. 
How she did it, no one could say.

T he day Mariel Grimm was sen- 
tenced for abusing a baby to 
near death, the Dakota County 
prosecutor had prepared a 
biting sermon, demanding 
this babysitter get nearly five 
years in prison. 

‘‘Mariel Grimm imposed a life sentence 
on... a baby who cried because he had a soiled 
diaper,” said County Attorney Heather Pipen- 
hagen, a veteran crusader against crimes tar¬ 
geting children. 

“Ms. Grimm asks you for mercy. She showed 
no mercy on September 22 of last year. For that 
unforgiveable, irreversible act, she deserves 
the presumptive guideline sentence. “ 

Each word was a lashing to the 33-year-old 
Mariel, a diminutive mother of four. As she 
sat with her hands clenched in her lap, look¬ 
ing like a kicked dog, it seemed she wanted 
badly to speak up for herself 

The prosecutor evoked a vision of unthink¬ 
able brutality. Yet observers in the gallery 
were left genuinely wondering what Mariel 
had actually done. Even by this final stage in 
her trial, the state could not explain how the 
baby got his injuries. 

The nightmare began on the morning of 
September 22,2016, when the 13-month-old 
woke wailing from a nap. 

His cries summoned Mariel, his daycare 
provider since infancy, whose Eagan home was 
a lively menagerie of child’s play. In addition 
to the boy—whom we’ll call Will to protect his 
privacy—Mariel looked after a church friend’s 
little girl and her own children, whom she 
homeschooled. 

Will loathed dirty diapers. As Mariel 
changed him into a new one, she says the 
little boy suddenly went stiff His head turned 
robotically to the right. His right arm flew up 
into the air. He lost consciousness. 

Mariel splashed handfuls of cold water on 
his face. The baby didn’t wake. 

She called Will’s mother, Jessica, in hyster¬ 
ics. Jessica yelled at her to call 911. 

On the phone with dispatch, Mariel was 
barely audible over her mounting panic. She 
could be heard pleading, “What is happen¬ 
ing?” “What should I do?” “Baby, wake up, 
baby, please.” 

Paramedics arrived to discover one of Will’s 
eyes dilated, the other pinpointed—a sign 
of critical pressure building inside his head. 

When Jessica appeared, Mariel faded into 
the background as paramedics began to inter¬ 
rogate the mother, tr 3 dng to uncover any recent 
injuries that could explain his condition. Will 
had fallen at least three times at home the 
day before, Jessica offered. 

He’d tripped once. Then he’d fallen back¬ 
ward on the wooden floor while trying to 
pull an item from the laundry basket. That 
morning, prior to being dropped off at the 
babysitter’s house, he’d knocked heads with 
his father while pla 3 dng in the pre-dawn dark¬ 
ness of their bed. 

Those minor collisions didn’t seem enough 
to explain his condition. In the hospital. Will

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moved straight from the CT scanner to the 
operating room, where a neurosurgeon 
removed a portion of his skull to relieve 
the pressure within. He survived. 

A child abuse specialist diagnosed him 
with abusive head trauma. He believed 
the abuse must have occurred within an 
hour of the baby’s seizure, leaving just 
one possible culprit. 

Investigators told the parents to cut 
communication with Mariel. Four months 
later, she would be charged and eventu¬ 
ally convicted. 

Yet mysteries remained. The baby had 
no external injuries, necessary in abuse 
involving blunt force. He had no broken 
bones, no fractures old or new, no bruises. 

He suffered no injury to his spine or neck, 
and the entire right side of his brain was 
more or less spared—virtually impossible 
in abuse involving shaking. Investigators 
found no blood, vomit, or DNA indicative 
of an assault in Mariel’s home. 

In fact, the babysitter cooperated with 
police in everyway, passingtwo polygraphs 
that her attorney Marc Kurzman insisted 
she take as a condition of representation, 
and submittingto two psychological exams, 
which uncovered nothing more than a 
devout and docile soul. The pre-sentence 
investigator who evaluated Mariel’s likeli¬ 
hood to reoffend gave her the lowest score 
possible for somebody convicted of causing 
great bodily harm to a child. 

The only motive the prosecutor could 
offer was an imaginative one, based on 
the admission that while Mariel may be 
a good person—perhaps a very good per¬ 
son—it was not impossible for good people 
to snap under stress and do a singularly 
terrible thing. 

Dakota County Judge David Knutson, 
in an unforeseen show of mercy, ignored 
Pipenhagen’s very reasonable request for 
a five-year prison sentence. 

He sentenced Mariel to just 90 days in 
jail. The babysitter and her 100 support¬ 
ers celebrated with the soft singing of a 
hymn just beyond the courtroom doors. 

FIVE MONTHS IN HELL 


A t 13 months. Will was a courageous 
crawler just beginning to walk. He 
was affectionate, full of babble, eager 
to absorb all the sights and sounds of the 
world. He loved Thomas the Tank Engine, 
swingingin the park, and watching airplanes 
throttle through the sky. 

Will used to wrap his arms around his 
mother’s neck and tumble, laughing, into 
her lap. Jessica and husband John spent 
the first year of Will’s life stoking the bud¬ 
ding intellect behind his eyes, watching 
with wonder his every summit. He was 
their firstborn. 

But on September 22,2016, the sudden 
seizure triggered an intense battle to save 
Will’s life. 


Jessica rode in the ambulance to Regions 
Hospital. John raced to meet them. After 
surgery the parents were presented with 
an unimaginable choice. Their son was 
comatose. Half of his brain was dying. A 
second operation could save his life, but 
there was a chance that if he ever woke 
up, he would never regain his mental or 
motor abilities. 

They decided to save him. 

‘Tt is impossible to convey the tragedy 
and depth of our devastation and sorrow, 
as we watched our son fight for his life for 
days,” Jessica would later tell the court. 
“They thought he was going to die. You 
don’t get that from a bump on the head.” 

For months the young parents stood vigil 
at the hospital, wondering if Will would 
ever breathe, eat, or drink on his own. 
After he was finally discharged, scream¬ 
ing pain and seizures would return him 
to the emergency room time and again. 

Unable to trust another caretaker, Jes¬ 
sica quit her teaching job to raise the boy, 
adopting a new life of feeding tubes, medi¬ 
cations, gut-wrenching physical therapy, 
and doctor’s visits, hoping that one day he 
could take just a few steps with a walker. 

Neither parent could believe at first that 
Mariel was capable of harming their son. 
They asked every doctor who attended Will, 
seeking second and third opinions, yet no 
one could give them a different answer. 

‘We’re talking about an injury so extreme 
that it had the potential to immediately 
kill,” Jessica says. “We’re talking about a 
crumpled car on the side of a freeway. We’re 
talking about falling out of a second-story 
window head first onto concrete. We’re 
talking about Mariel violently assaulting 
our helpless baby and leaving him twitch¬ 
ing, unconscious, dying.” 

Will’s physicians agreed that, due to 
the enormous brain swelling and blood in 
the head, it certainly looked as if he had 
suffered some kind of trauma. 

They consulted Dr. Mark Hudson, a 
child abuse specialist from the Midwest 
Children’s Resource Center who investi¬ 
gates ever 5 Thingfrom suspicious bruises 
to cracked skulls. He formed an opinion 
before the end of the day. 

The baby was delivered to the hospital 
with bleeding between the brain and its 
outermost membrane, which is most com¬ 
monly associated with trauma, Hudson 
wrote. He also noted the swelling of the 
left brain was so bad that its contents had 
begun to shift across the midline, com¬ 
pressing the right brain. 

Because the minor traumas the parents 
described were unlikely to cause an injury 
so great, and because the babysitter noticed 
nothing amiss that morning, somebody was 
likely concealingfoul play, Hudson reasoned. 
What that entailed, he couldn’t say. 

At first, he believed an injury could have 
occurred up to eight hours prior to Will’s 
seizure. But he would later narrow that 
window of suspicion down to one.

THE LAST PERSON 
ON EARTH 


B efore September 22, 2016, Mariel 
Grimm was the last person anyone 
would suspect of hurting a child. 
Born in the Dominican Republic, she 
arrived in America on a scholarship to 
attend a Catholic high school, where she 
met her eventual husband, Andy. She 
devoted her life to the wellbeing of chil¬ 
dren, first as a preschool teacher at Divinity 
Lutheran Church, then as a daycare pro¬ 
vider. She returned frequently to the DR on 
missionary trips to see her parents, serve 
the church they built, and nurse orphaned 
infants with her own breastmilk. 

She’d done the same for Will because 
his mother returned to work not long after 
he was born, and everyone knew he hated 
the bottle. 

To Mariel’s extensive family of Min¬ 
nesota in-laws, she was a child whisperer. 
They recall seismic family gatherings where 
hordes of children would run amok. They 
would count on Mariel to be their unfail¬ 
ing buttress of calm. 

It was unlike her to ever raise her voice to 
children in tantrum, says Bethany Grimm, 
her sister-in-law. Some indescribable qual¬ 
ity in Mariel’s voice tamed them easily. 

The sentencing was a good day for the 
family. Mariel’s supporters included neigh¬ 
bors, church friends, old schoolmates, an 
alternate juror who could not be convinced 
of her guilt, and the mothers of other chil¬ 
dren she once looked after, who pledged they 
would continue to hire her if the state would 
allow it. When Judge Knutson departed 
so far from sentencing guidelines to show 
mercy, it felt like a miracle. 

The next day, reality took hold once 
more. Will’s parents filed a lawsuit. There 
were also orders from Child Protection: 
Mariel could not be alone with her own 
children. Friends and family created a 
rotating schedule to keep them company 
while Andy worked. 


For the next 60 days, Mariel was locked 
away in the Ramsey County Workhouse. 
She’d call crying for her children. 

The Grimms never anticipated a jury 
would find Mariel guilty. After all, the state 
couldn’t settle on a theory of how Mariel 
had harmed the boy. Was he shaken, beaten, 
or thrown? Nor could it explain how he 
suffered any of those possibilities without 
incurring a single mark. 

‘To make this conviction stick against 
Mariel is to take the most innate piece of

who you are as a person and make someone 
believe the opposite of you,” said Bethany. 
“Thaf s how unbelievably ridiculous this is.” 

BAD TIMING 


A t the core of the accusations, one 
element singled Mariel out: the 
timeline given by the child abuse 
specialist. 

Hudson believed that because Mariel 
told investigators that the baby seemed 
normal to her that morning at daycare, that 
he had crawled and played, the event that 
caused his brain damage had to have hap-

pened after he was last known to be well. 
An injury so severe as to be life-threatening 
must have occurred immediately before 
the baby lost consciousness, he reasoned. 

An unexpected rebuttal would come 
from an expert witness hired by the state. 

Pediatric neuroradiologist Richard Pat¬ 
terson, whose specialty is held by just a 
handfijl of doctors in Minnesota, interpreted 
the CT scans for the court. 

He described with scholastic patience 
the absence of a skull fracture, as well as 
the notable lack of scalp swelling. That 
was significant, he said, because swelling 
appears instantly and without fail following 
any sort of impact to the head. 

The color of the blood, brighter than 
the surrounding tissue, was the first sign 
that something was wrong. 

Then there was the swelling, which 
looked on the CT like a flat gray wash 
across the left hemisphere of the brain. 
That pairing of symptoms is an omen of 
death in two out of three cases where it 
appears, Patterson said. 

The X-rays relinquish another clue: There 
was a slight variety in the opacity of the 
blood, which fades from bright white to 
dark cola over time. It meant that some of 
the blood could have been from an older 
bleed, or that new blood had not yet clotted. 
Patterson could not pinpoint exactly when 
the cause of the boy’s injuries occurred. 

He suspected it would have been within 
“a couple of days of the first CT scan, but 
I can’t be more precise than that.” 

Still, he believed the condition looked 
suspiciously like abuse. The likely cause: 
shaking. 

Shaken Baby S 5 mdrome is based on the 
theory that if a young child’s head is caused 
to whip violently, the brain will swell and 
be surrounded by bleeding, which will also 
appear behind the eyes. 

But the thesis has powerful detractors 
in Minnesota. Dr. John Plunkett, a retired 
pathologist from Hastings, recalls a time 
when he subscribed without question to 
this thesis. 

His point of departure came in 2001, 
when he started to wonder whether low- 
velocity impacts—short falls—could cause 
the same constellation of injuries. He stud¬ 
ied fatal playground accidents and found 
that Shaken Baby S 5 mdrome’s S 5 miptoms 
were not at all unique. 

There were other studies that mea¬ 
sured the amount of force that could be 
produced by shaking, which were mostly 
undertaken by biomechanical engineers 
baffled by the logistical workings behind 
the theory. Researchers attached sensors 
to infant-sized dummies and rattled them 
as hard as they could. They conscripted 
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football players to do the same. 

They found that the strongest of men 
could not shake an infant with enough force 
to reach any known injury threshold—not 
without some additional blunt force such 
as a fall, even a minor one. 

Suddenly, Shaken Baby Syndrome began 
to slip out of use. By the late 2000s, the 
terminology became the more noncom¬ 
mittal “abusive head trauma,” a diagnosis 
without a mechanism. 

Over the course of MarieLs trial, all 
the state experts, when asked, said it was 
impossible to determine how much force 
is required to produce severe brain injury 
in an infant through shaking alone, since 
no one could experiment on actual infants. 

Plunkett calls it ridiculous that in a world 
of models and simulations, doctors would 
claim ignorance of those studies. 

Janice Ophoven, a forensic pathologist 
from Woodbury, blisters at the practice of 
allowing child-abuse doctors to render 
opinions about how and when a brain 
injury occurred, when it isn’t their area 
of training. 

Bleedingbetween the brain and its mem¬ 
branes is often caused by the most trivial 
of household falls, she says. The moment a 
child falls ill isn’t always precisely when the 
bleeding begins. Days can elapse between 
a bump on the head and a seizure. 

“The worst-case scenario is when you 
say, ‘OK, well, if no one has an explanation, 
I’m just going to call it abuse.’ It’s like a 
default diagnosis, and that’s just wrong.” 

But assume for a minute that Shaken 
Baby Syndrome is biomechanically proven, 
Ophoven volunteers. The state, in Mariel’s 
case, should have had to explain how some¬ 
one grabbed the baby either around the 
chest or around the arms, shaking him 
with enough force to cause a devastating 
brain injury, without leaving a single bruise. 

The prosecution should have also had 
to explain how the babysitter managed to 
shake just one side of Will’s brain. Or why 
child-abuse specialist Hudson could not 
find the bleeding in the back of the eyes, a 
hallmark of Shaken Baby S 5 mdrome. 

Hudson once published amedical journal 
article stating that this symptom is found 
in about 80 percent of shaking cases. But 
during Mariel’s trial, he equivocated, claim¬ 
ing it was more like 40 percent. 

“Jurors may not understand science, 
but they can count,” Plunkett says. “If the 
prosecution has seven witnesses and the 
defense has one or two witnesses, you can 
kiss it goodbye. Almost always. Somebody 
with money doesn’t get charged in these 
kinds of cases.” 

HOLES IN THE 
PROSECUTION’S CASE 


O f the two expert witnesses the 
Grimms could afford, one had 
never testified in a trial involv¬ 


ing abusive head trauma. Minneapolis 
pediatric neurologist Donald Chadwick 
said he might have initially suspected abuse 
as well, but contended the state failed to 
prove it a medical certainty. 

The other was Dr. Aristoteles Pena- 
Miches, a pediatric neurologist from 
Louisiana who came to the case in an 
unconventional way. 

Pena-Miches attended medical school 
in Santo Domingo with Mariel’s father, 
who begged the neurologist to review 
Will’s charts. Pena-Miches was hesitant. 
In his nearly 30 years of testifying in abuse 
cases, he had never spoken on the side of 
the accused. Out of courtesy to a friend, 
he agreed to take a look. 

“When I received the records, I couldn’t 
believe what I was seeing,” Pena-Miches 
says. “It was a total misrepresentation of 
the facts.” 

The bleeding in Will’s head could have 
been a sign of traumas great and small, and 
could have been caused by many things 
other than abuse. It could be the result of 
an underlyingblood disorder or a metabolic 
condition. Yet Hudson did not order tests 
to eliminate those possibilities. 

Moreover, the overall volume of blood 
was small. The real menace was the swell¬ 
ing of the brain, which Hudson could 
not explain in court. It was unusual, he 
confessed, that the swelling was almost 
entirely one-sided. 

It all had to do with “trauma and the 
subsequent effects of trauma,” he surmised. 
The exact cause and effect he dismissed 
as unexplored territories of medicine. 

Pena-Miches began to search for an 
explanation, starting with the CT scans. 

The first, taken moments before 
Will entered surgery, showed a brain 
that had lost all the landmarks of its 
anatomy. Swelling comes in two forms, 
vasogenic and cytotoxic, Pena-Miches 
would later testify. The former was more 
commonly associated with trauma. The 
latter is predominant when the brain is 
deprived of oxygen. 

What the CT showed, Pena-Miches 
believed, was a textbook variety of oxygen 
loss. He theorized the baby could have had 
a form of posttraumatic stroke. 

The timeline could not be as Hudson 
presumed, he deduced, because unilateral 
C 5 Totoxic edema takes time to develop, 
and does not occur within minutes. 

It’s the reason why neurologists caution 
parents to keep a close eye on babies fol¬ 
lowing head injuries. Unlike older children 
and adults, they can’t communicate the 
slow encroachment of headaches, dizzi¬ 
ness, amnesia, and lethargy. 

Pena-Miches cited notes left by the radi¬ 
ologist who took the original CT scan, which 
read “ischemic injury”—stroke. 

He also pointed to an MRA taken four 
months later, which showed the baby had a 
small artery in his head that was arranged 
differently than it would be in most people. 
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Pena-Miches proposed this could be a 
clue that the boy’s injuries were vascular 
in nature. If a blood vessel was blocked, it 
could deprive the brain of oxygen. 

Pena-Miches offered another possibility. 
Some research shows that the nerves that 
act as the primary sensors of head trauma, 
through their stimulation of blood vessels, 
automatically react to accidental injury in 
unpredictable ways. As in the science of 
migraines, they could constrict an artery and 
deprive the brain of oxygen, then expand 
that artery and cause too much flow to go 
to one side of the head, triggering brain 
swelling. 

“We as physicians, we have to be 
extremely careful not to use the power 
we have in the eyes of the law to commit 
what is called medical abuse,” Pena-Miches 
warned. “And medical abuse to me is when 
a physician does not think twice, analyze 
carefully the case, take all the possibilities, 
the pros and the cons, before arriving to a 
conclusion that may destroy somebody’s 
life.” 

In her cross-examination, prosecutor 
Pipenhagen did not ask Pena-Miches a 
single question about his theories. Instead, 
she asked him about his friendship with 
Mariel’s family. 

Later, when Pena-Miches had returned to 
Louisiana, Pipenhagen recalled the state’s 
medical experts, who said they weren’t par¬ 
ticularly impressed with the stroke theory. 
They disagreed that the difference in Will’s 
artery was enough to cause the death of 
his left brain. But the nerve theory, they 
acceded, was solid scholarship. 

The radiologist Patterson acknowledged 
that cases from the sports world gave cre¬ 
dence to second-impact syndrome, mean¬ 
ing there is a period following minor head 
trauma where the brain is at greater risk of 
serious injury if a second trauma occurs. 

“Is it possible that, you know, this was 
an accident?” he offered. “It is possible, it 
is possible. I mean, there’s lots of things 
that are possible.” 

THE FELON ON 
COPPER LANE 


A fter 60 days in the workhouse, Mariel 
Grimm is changed. 

Before she went away, her world 
was small, filled with inconsequential 
hurdles like getting her kombucha in the 
morning and filling the inflatable pool 
before the height of summer. 

As a felon, she will never teach again. She 
won’t see her grandfather in the Domini¬ 
can Republic, who recently suffered two 
strokes, before he dies. She’s barred from 
leaving the country. 

Sometimes she mistrusts the politeness 
of strangers, wondering if they’d treat her 
with the same kindness if they could see her 
brand. Ever since a jury condemned her, 
she fears judgment ever 5 rwhere she goes. 


Mariel wears an electronic monitor on 
her ankle, which prevents her from going so 
far as to take out the trash. One day shortly 
after her release, a neighbor came over 
with Christmas cookies. Mariel took a big 
bite before tasting the almond extract. She 
called her probation officer in panic, beg¬ 
ging to take a breathalyzer because she’s 
forbidden to ingest alcohol. He told her 
to calm down. 

The day Will was hospitalized, Mariel 
texted his mother Jessica for a prognosis. 
She never got a reply. When the doorbell 
rang that night, she ran to answer, think¬ 
ing the parents had returned with news. 
It turned out to be the Eagan Police, who 
came with a warrant. 

She was dying to call in the following 
days. Andy and his mother advised patience 
to avoid troubling the parents further. 

Meanwhile, Jessica setup a blog track¬ 
ing Will’s status, which Mariel read with 
apprehension. Finally, Jessica wrote that 
they would soon receive visitors. Mariel 
told a mutual friend that she intended to 
be the first. 

The friend was visibly reluctant, Mariel 
recalls. He told her it would be better if she 
just stayed in contact through the blog. 

Weeks passed. She read updates about 
how the parents were going to start bottle 
feeding, and she’d cry because she knew 
Will disliked bottles. She’d go running, then 
sit on the sidewalk and weep, wondering if 
his parents would let her watch him again. 

Mariel called Jessica’s pastor. She wanted 
to go to the hospital, she told him, but won¬ 
dered if it would add to their stress. Jessica 
had begun to sprinkle clues through her 
blog, implying she believed Will had been 
left in an unsafe situation. The pastor asked 
her to refrain. 

Finally, Jessica wrote that Will had 
suffered a traumatic brain injury while 
at daycare, confirming that Mariel was 
suspected of abuse. 

A year later, it’s clear that, in some ways, 
Mariel’s anguish will never end. But the 
Grimms’ life has become one of gratitude 
for every modest mercy. 

Their Child Protection case will be over 
when their youngest turns three in March. 
Surprise visits have determined their kids 
are happy and cared for. Neighbors still 
bring cookies, and her church provides 
endless opportunity to fulfill her com¬ 
munity service. 

Mariel still reads Jessica’s blog, waiting 
and praying for Will’s gains while the many 
questions surrounding his injury continue 
to haunt her. 

Various medical experts the Grimms 
consulted would tell them that unfortu¬ 
nately, sometimes the only sure way to 
diagnose what really happened is through 
an autopsy, and if the child lives, the truth 
may elude them forever. 

“If that’s the case, we don’t want to know 
for sure,” Mariel says. ‘We’ll leave it as is. 
Whatever happens, it’s gonna be OK.” 03

DEATH IN CALAIS 

Happy End is, predictably, not a happy movie

I f you’ve ever seen a Michael Haneke 
movie, then you can probably guess 
that his latest, Happy End, is an 3 d;hing 
but happy. While the Austrian direc¬ 
tor doesn’t quite plunge us to the hope¬ 
less depths reached in his previous work, 
his look into the life of a wealthy French 
family and the air of death surrounding 
them unnerves throughout. 

Happy End probably won’t be considered 
a horror movie, but it’s not without some 
disturbing elements. To Haneke, this is 
realism, and his story is approached with 
a sense of distant objectivity. 

We open on a Snapchat-esque smart¬ 
phone video, comments by almost-teen 
Eve Laurent (Fantine Harduin) popping 
up from the bottom of the screen. They 
relate a sense of detachment omnipres¬ 
ent in the movie: Eve steals some of her 
mother’s antidepressants and tries them 
out on her hamster, who we then watch 
slowly die from the young girl’s perspec¬ 
tive. There’s little to-do about what we’re 
witnessing, as Eve expounds on her dis¬ 


like for her mother. Soon it’s the mother 
we see collapsing from Eve’s viewpoint. 

While her mother tries to recover in 
the hospital. Eve goes to stay with her 
father, Thomas (Mathieu Kassovitz), and 
his side of the family. They all live together 
in a Calaisian mansion: Thomas’ current 
wife Ana'is (Laura Verlinden) and their 
newborn son. Eve’s grandfather Georges 
(Jean-Louis Trintignant), aunt Anne (Isa¬ 
belle Huppert), and Anne’s son, Pierre 
(Franz Rogowski). 

Atthis point we explore life and death via 
two more storylines. Anne and Pierre, who 
run the family’s construction firm, must 
deal with an onsite accident and injury to 
one of their workers; meanwhile Georges, 
who is fighting a battle with dementia, 
keeps searching for ways to kill himself. 

Such is the cheery backdrop of Happy 
End. Haneke, who has described his films 
as “an appeal for a cinema of insistent 
questions,” sticks to his word. There’s no 
grand meaning in the end, nothing really 
even posited. Instead, the three intermin¬ 
gling stories line up next to one another, 
situational contrast causing us to evaluate

the differences inherent in various forms 
of death, and question—specifically in the 
case of murder—what is right and wrong. 

Haneke’s films tend to needle the audi¬ 
ence, and Happy End is no different. Eve’s 
actions hang over our heads, and we wait 
for some semblance of justice that likely 
won’t come. Meanwhile we’re forced to 
watch the odyssey of an old man who begs 
strangers, his hairdresser, anyone who will 
listen to give him the means to an end. It’s 
a late conversation between Eve and her 
grandfather that ultimately gives us a final 
perspective on the film, though we’re left 
with even more questions. 

Happy End isn’t an enjoyable watch, and 
it’s not supposed to be. Its goal is to make us 
stop and reflect—on death, human agency, 
the difference between taking a life out of 
selfishness versus selflessness. There are 
no easy answers here, and to that effect, 
Haneke fulfills his mission. 03

THEATER MUSICALLY 
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BY THE BOOK 

Ishmael’s take on Moby Dick is too literal

T his season, Minneapolis theater¬ 
goers have had not one but two 
opportunities to take to sea with 
the colorful crew of the Pequod. 
Last fall, Theatre Coup d’Etat premiered 
a boisterous and physical Mohy Dick that 
took surprising but welcome liberties with 
the 1851 novel’s characters. Now the Jungle 
Theater is staging Ishmael, a much more 
traditional and intimate telling that also 
takes risks—but the wrong kind. 

Writer-director Leo Geter has adapted 
Herman Melville’s text into a 90-minute 
play performed by Jack Weston along with 
three musicians who also function as extras. 
Fiddler Nate Sipe and banjo player Kevin 
Kniebel, who also handles lead vocals on 
a handful of songs, are members of the 
Americana band Pert Near Sandstone. 
They’re accompanied by Jim Parker, a 
multi-instrumentalist whose clogging 
skills do not go to waste. 

The story is framed as the reminisces of 
a middle-aged Ishmael. As he speaks, we 
flash back to the days of his seafaringyouth. 

The transformations of setting are effected 
with just a few benches, some simple props, 
and a travelingbag containing a large white 
sheet that goes on its own epic journey, 
turning into a bed cover and then a sail 
before beingmagically whisked away. Sarah 
Bahr’s understated set is complemented 
by Sean Healey’s detailed and precisely 
deployed sound design. 

The central notes of Geter’s telling are 
nostalgia and sorrow. We linger long over the 
final days of Captain Ahab, his life behind

him and his purpose boiled down to the 
pursuit of a single iconic symbol. The play 
becomes essentially a dramatic reading, the 
campfire vibe heightened when lighting 
designer Bill Healey isolates Weston in a 
single footlight. 

The intimate Jungle is the perfect venue 
for this kind of show, and there’s a reason 
Moby Dick has retained a prominent place 
in the American imagination. The story is 
bound to exert a certain spell if told compe¬ 
tently—as it is by Weston, although the ele¬ 
giac mood could use a little more variation. 

It’s all compromised, though, by Geter’s 
failure to sufficiently reckon with the dis¬ 
tinction between a book, which exists as a 
static artifact of a certain place and time, 
and a live play. Notably, Ishmael’s friend¬ 
ship with Queequeg, a central element of 
the story, is handled with cringe-worthy 
fidelity to a character awash in ‘'noble sav¬ 
age” stereot 5 q)es. 

Weston intones Queequeg’s broken Eng¬ 
lish in a husky tone recalling generations of 
problematic portrayals. At one point, Ishmael 
is swabbing the deck and pauses to reflect 
philosophically, “Who ain’t a slave?” This 
ignorant question may be consistent with 
what a callow 19th-century white boy would 
think, but to roll it out at the beginning of 
a play performed by a grown man in 2018 
reflects a narrowness of perspective that 
harpoons this misjudged production. 03

Owl City bassist Rob Morgan has a podcast now

R ob Morgan is goingto knock some¬ 
thing over. The 6'6" bassist and 
music director for the Owatonna- 
birthed pop electronic project 
Owl City gestures with animated hands 
as he discusses his new podcast over cof¬ 
fee on an arctic morning in the Nokomis 
neighborhood. The 32-year-old, dressed 
in all black (hoodie, skinny jeans, combat 
boots, and a newsboy cap) emits energy 
too big for the room, much less his body. 

Morgan is pumped. His podcast, Rob 
Morgan Is a Curious Person, is ramping 
up again after a brief holiday break. The 
show’s parameters are loose; he interviews 
successful people with fresh perspectives 
on-location to find out who they are and 
why they do what they do. His most recent 
guest was Qiuxia Welch, co-owner of 
Boom Island Brewing. She represents a 
shift from his previous 20-plus guests, who 
were primarily white males working in 
creative fields. 

Morgan has talked to the likes of Alex 
Potter, aphotojoumalist based in the Middle 
East; mortician Jim Albinson; and Steve 
Goold, a drummer who lost his father sud¬ 
denly. He prefers to record these conversa¬ 
tions in public locations—and even provides 
a map of where’s he’s interviewed on his 


show’s website. “Every great conversation 
I’ve had with someone where I’ve learned 
something has happened in a loud res¬ 
taurant, in a coffeeshop, or at a bar over a 
Guinness,” he says. A studio setting with 
headphones would feel too formal. “There’s 
a comfort to being out, on location, and 
just having a normal conversation, letting 
your guard down.” 

Sometimes Morgan arrives at an inter¬ 
view with an overarching question in mind. 
Other times, he’s unsure what he’ll learn 
but discovers a hot topic halfway through 
the conversation. His aim is to extract as 
much from the guest as possible—arguing 
or pla 5 dng devil’s advocate is off-limits. He 
keeps his opinions to himself, preferring to 
nudge listeners toward common ground. 

“I am massive on connecting particulars 
and generals. When someone tells a story, 
immediately my brain goes to, ‘How does 
this attach to the bigger story that we’re 
all dealing with?”’ Morgan says. 

As someone who remembers the world 
pre-internet, Morgan sees conversation 
as an art lost to the snarky soundbites of 
social media. “I was kind of gettingbummed 
out with a lot of relationships [in the digi¬ 
tal age],” he says. “Conversation is work. 
You’re intentional, you’re there, and you’re 
alert. The reason people like listening to 
interview podcasts, I think, is because you 


get all the benefits of conversation, but you 
give no effort.” 

The podcast percolated for years in Mor¬ 
gan’s brain, but as of 2014, he was too busy 
touring the U.S. and Asia, opening for acts 
like the Fray and the Foo Fighters with Owl 
City. In 2015, Owl City founder and front¬ 
man Adam Young attempted to transition 
from squeaky-clean pop to country-tinged 
EDM with Mobile Orchestra. It didn’t go 
over well. What was expected to be a full 
tour was only booked for four weeks, leaving 
Morgan in the professional lurch. 

He sought out freelance gigs and started 
working on the podcast, repurposing skills 
he’d used in studio sessions as a musician. 
While he was satisfied with the technical 
side of the podcast, the first five beta test¬ 
ing sessions revealed verbal tics, and the 
finished product felt too teachy. He invited 
his wife, Sarah, to do the intros with him, 
and her additions lightened the tone. He 
soon began inviting local noteworthy folks 
to chat and officially launched Rob Morgan 
Is a Curious Person in May 2017. 

“I’m convinced anybody will talk about 
anything if you ask the question the right 
way,” Morgan says. He believes curiosity, 
an “annoyingly natural skill” in himself, 
is the cure to what ails us, personally and 
globally, and he aspires to incite that in 
his audience. 

“I want to balance information and 
entertainment, but I also want people to 
walk away inspired,” Morgan says. He has 
a hotline (612-584-9330) people can call if 
they have a story about how the podcast has 
affected them, and some of those anecdotes 
are incorporated into the show. 

For Morgan, the response from listen¬ 
ers has been the most rewarding part of 
this social experiment. Once a musician 
emailed him sa 5 dnghe considered himself 
an artistic failure and was on the brink of 
giving up music, going so far as to put his 
drums on Craigslist, and then he listened 
to Morgan’s podcast—it motivated him to 
give his music career another year. After 
a politically themed podcast, Morgan 
heard from many listeners who realized 
they hadn’t been conversing about politics 
so much as simply trying to claim a side. 

“He has a true and sincere passion and 
is able to follow his nose well,” says Jim

Albinson, who was interviewed on his 
own patio hy Morgan, over tea. “He’s not 
preaching in his podcast—he’s exploring.” 

'Ton can put something out and it can 
change the way someone thinks about some¬ 
thing,” Morgan says. It’s a new feeling—no 
one’s ever come up to him and claimed the 
way he played a bass line would alter the 
way they move through the world. 

Morgan has benefited, too. “I’ve learned 
more about myself this year than I have 
in the past 10 years,” he says. “It’s been 
cool.” Every interview gifts him a new 
aha moment, and he believes he’s more 
empathetic because of it. 

The podcast is still a work in progress, 
and Morgan is on an endless quest to stay 
present and nab conversational gold. Awk¬ 
ward silences are still awkward. The occa¬ 
sional “um” or “like” sneaks in. He aims to 
improve his “nonverbal affirmations.” He 
studies interviewing styles and “nerds out” 
on Larry King to learn how to ask clearer, 
more concise, and more direct questions. 

Movingforward, Morgan will brainstorm 
how to evolve the format of the podcast 
and to make it more financially sustainable. 
He’s t 05 dng with the idea of a live podcast 
featuring variety show elements. On his 
wish list for future guests? Food celebrity 
Andrew Zimmern and “bronies,” adult fans 
oiMy Little Pony. 

Here’s hoping Morgan explores more 
diversity as well. Though he says, “I want 
to bring more women in [but] I don’t want 
to interview women just for the sake of 
interviewing women,” he seems oblivious 
to the fact that women have experiences 
unique from men precisely because they 
are women, ditto for people of color. Per¬ 
haps the challenge for Morgan, then, will 
be stepping outside of his comfort zone- 
all but two of his interviewees so far were 
acquaintances or friends pre-podcast. Can 
he take risks and branch out in the name 
of better content? That remains to be seen. 
But given his gregarious nature, boundless 
enthusiasm, and welcoming smile, it’s hard 
to imagine someone with whom he couldn’t 
converse. 03

^’m a professional dominatrix, and I 
I thought rd seen everything in the last 
I five years. But this situation completely 
A baffled the entire dungeon. This middle- 
aged guy seemingly in fine health, booked an 
appointment with me and my colleague for 
one hour of some very light play and a golden 
shower to finish ojfwith.

‘‘You can tell Mistress Echo that her client 
was not a monster or a vampire, and he is 
likely not dying an 5 d:ime soon,” said Dr. 
Stephen H. King, aboard-certified urologist 
‘What she observed is a person with hema- 
tospermia, meaning blood in the semen.” 

While the sight is alarming—111 never 
be able to scrape that photo off the back of 
my eyeballs, thanks—Dr. King assures me 
that it’s nothing to worry about, as hema- 
tospermia is almost always benign. And 
even if you had done ball play or rough CBT 
(cock and ball torture), or if he engaged in 
solo CBT prior to the session, it’s unlikely 
that kind of play would result in a condom 
fiill of blood.
